NO WORLD RELIEF 
A good many people seem to be worried Icat 
an American loan to Greece and Turkey, if 
approved, would be only the first fltep In a 
worldwide program of American political re- 
lief. We have heard It said that, Jf tlioae two 
countries request and receive loans, any 
country might plead that it woa threatened 
by "communist domination" and be OMured 
of a large grant ot money. 

These fears seem to Ignore certain factors 
evident In President Truman's proposal and 
certain facts of geo'sraphy, Tliey also credit 
the U, 8, government with an unusual 
aiViount of KtiUlblUty. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Truman's proposal of 
Oreco-Turlcish loan Is a first step. But that 
does not mean that many more steps are to 
follow. The President clearly Is not out to 
throttle communism where It Is an elected 
part of a Bovcrnment, os In France, Italy, and 
Several other European and South American 
countries. His program Is aimed at commun- 
ism Imposed by a minority as on opening 
wedge for Soviet expansion and control. 

A glance at the map will show that Russia 
can move by land in only two directions, 
west and south. On the west she Is bordered 
by Finland, the Baltic States, Poland, Hun 
gary and Romania. Those, with neighboring 
' Yugoslav!, Bulgaria and Albania, form the 
ring of BaleUlte buffer states. 

Czechoslovakia b necessarily friendly, 
though more Independent. Farther to the 
west arc Austria and Germany, whose gov- 
ornments are subject to future International 
agreement, and Italy. Communism Is strong- 
er In Italy than anywhere in Europe outside 
the Russian orbit. But the possibilities of an 
external Imposition of communism there 
seem slight, 
Greece is the immediate trouble spot. She 
. Is pressed heavily from the north by Soviet- 
: dominated countries, and her economic 
: plight makes the pressure greater, Turkey

: gateway to Middle East oil lands, Iran has 
; been quiet, except for internal quarrels, since 
the withdrawal of Russian troops last yenr. 
Protected by treaty she probably will remain 
50, unless the Soviet Union sees lit to create 
: an "Incident." 

; Farther east, beyond the forbidding bor- 
der terrain of Afghanistan and India, Russia 
virtually controls the nominally Chinese 
province of Slnklang and tho nominally Inde- 

. pendent Mongolian Republic. 

; Manchuria and Korea are different stories. 
Korea right now Is the trouble spot of the 
East, Her people's Independence Is still 
thwarted by the inability of American and 
Russian authorities to agree on the makeup 

■ of a Korean government, or even of a de- 
Ilnltlon of the word "democracy." 

Thus there is no Immediate prospect of 
American loans to check communism on a 
world scale. A request for help to Korea will 

, probably come next. If the advance of com- 
munistic Imperialism can be checked there. 
as well as In Greece and Turkey, the Job 

, might be accomplished pending the out- 
come of Austro-German negotiations. 

In the near future similar aid mlftht be 
necessary In Manchuria, unless the United 
Nations becomes organized to handle the 
situation. But the fear that this government 
intends to scatter its citizens* money over the 
world Is Improbable. 




SOFT SOVIET ANSWERS 
Mr. Molotov's mild answers to an American 
writer's questions on the Greek situation 
have caused considerable comment. The Sov- 
iet foreign minister contented himself with 
the opinion that he "very much doubted" 
that President Truman's proposed policy will 
restore democracy In Greece. The best way 
to restore It, Mr. Molotov said, is the "renun- 
ciation of foreign Interference In Greek do- 
mestic affairs." 

Some have gue.ised that Mr. Molotov's soft 
answers arose from a desire not to anger 
America while the German reparations ques- 
tion is hanging fire. But the U. N. Investiga- 
tion commission has not yet made Its report. 
Perhaps Mr, Molotov held back because of a 
suspicion that the investigators might find 
that all "foreign Interference" In Greek af- 
fairs does not come from one direction.

Envious ot the community property laws ot Idaho 
and eight other cnllKhlened Hates, similar leeblallon 
Is' under consldcmtlon by tlie legislatures of Illinois, 
Ml?jourl, Mlchluan nnd Colorado, according to a r.uT- 
vey by Uie Associated Press. A modified community 
property law was adopted by the Oregon leglnlaturo 
which adjourned Iw session last week and a almllor 
proposal wa.1 defeated In Indiana. 

It U undent-mdable why other slates would like 
to belatedly chunse their property hwa but Uie pur- 
pose ot their actions Is not cnUrely complimentary. 
It U not lo protect women's rights but to save their 
cltUeai a hanliome Income-tax dollar with full legal 
punctilio. The Oregon Journal frankly reports that the 
Intent ot the new Oregon act Is "to lift the load of 
Income taxation p.irUo!ly off the holders ot large 
Incomes." The sponsor of the Illinois bill estimates Its 
effect would be lo &Ucc tlSO-mlUlon a year from the 
tax bills of dtliena ot the state. 

TtiLi Is not Ihc purpose ot the laws In Idaho and 
the eight other community property slates. Here — 
long before the criiaade for women's rlghta began In 
the noUon and nlso long before the adoption of the 
Income tax— Idaho's founding fathers adopted tills 
fundamentally Just provision for protecting women's 
property rights In the marital relation. Tho sy.-.tcm 
traces back to the old Spanish law which. In turn, 
hod been handed down from Uie Visigoths. It Is 
eternally to the credit of the statcmanshlp ot the 
Idaho pioneers that Uiey had the wisdom and scn.ie of 
Justice to adopt this provision before the territory woa 
admitted to statehood.— Lew is ton Tribune.
